In u remark which he said was in- 
serted "na u tone of tonsolntlon and 
hope," the stoel magnate asserted, 
"cougrossmen nre like the ordinary 
run of ludlvldualE— most of them hon- 
est and well intentloned, but a few 
aro possessed of less merit. 

"We have not, 1 think, passed en- 
tirely from under, tho clouds of ad- 
versity," he ^ said. "Certainly we are 
carrying hitherto unheard of heavy 
governmenttil financial burdens. At 
best these will. not soon be fully dis- 
charged. To bear them gracefully 
and consistently there must be not 
only forbearance, encouragement and 
assistance from every department of 
government up to tlie limit of pro- 
priety luid Justice, but there must also 
be entertained by every Individual, 
consistently and constantly, a spirit of 
patience, pluck, energy, generosity, 
loyalty and charity fully up to his or 
her Intelligence." 

The tariff question, he declared, 
should he delegated for investigation 
to "a committee of well-paid, high- 
minded. Intelligent, competent and non- 
partisan appointees, authorized to as- 
certain and communicate tlie facts and 
llgures. 

"As between parties the main differ- 
ence, as I see it, is that tho Republican 
party has stood for a 'protective tariff' 
and tlie Democratic party for a 'tariff 
for revenue.' The settlement of this 
controversy should Include both." 

In a plea for Impartial government 
control, where It Is undertaken, he In- 
Biated that "nil lines and departments 
of economic activity of similar Imr 
portunce should be Bubjcctcd to the 
same treatment. There has been n 
disposition In recent years," he de- 
clared, "to pass laws which measur- 
ably exempt labor organizations, and 
recently farmer associations, from 
governmental Investigations, super- 
vision and control against wrong." 

To permit such organizations to do, 
as the result of combination, tilings 
that are claimed to be benellclal to 
tlem whicli are denied to others li 
to create classes, to favor some and 
to Injure the whole body politic, the 
stoel magnate declared. 

"Tho bonus (luesllon," he declared, 
"Is not yet rliw for determination. 
Kven tliough there may be two sides 
to the question as to whether or not 
a soldier who has escaped disability, 
physical and mental, should be paid, 
or ask payment of, a bonus, It would 
not bo useful for us to consider or 
form, opinions on the question at pres- 
ent. 

"There has been considerable propa- 
ganda In behalf of the proposal," he 
continued. "Personalities and vituper- 
ative comment have been Indulged In. 
Prejudices have been created, because 
of this situation a feeling of unrest 
and resentment has arliien, and the 
effect upon the natural progress of 
efforts to return to the normal condi- 
tions of peace and Industry has been 
depressing. 

"Former soldiers, like all others, 
need opportunity to work, and con- 
tinuously to furnish this chance, 
cournge and capital should be given 
to Industry. The load of taxation 
ought to be lightened, not Increased. 
EnterprlsQ lins staggered under this 
burden. It would not be dUllcult to 
break Its back. 

"These nre not Idle words. They 
nre a solemn warning, not only to sol- 
diers but to everyone who Is at pres- 
ent asking what Is neither roasonnble 
nor patriotic." 

Of taxation he snid: "The fairest 
method Is found In the sales tax. so 
called. It Is the most easily, cheaply 
and certainly collected. It bns been 
found In other countries to be practi- 
cable, satisfactory and successful."

5 DIE IN DEEP SHAFT 



Workmen and Firemen Killed in 
IVIilwaukee Sewer. 



Latter Lose Lives While Trying to 

Rescue Workers Overcome by 

Gas and Electricity. 



Milwaukee, May 20.— Three city 
firemen and two tunnel workers were 
killed by gas and electricity at the 
bottom of a 52-foot shaft In the Inter- 
cepting sewer system ut National uud 
Twentieth avenues. 

Nearly a score of flreinen were over- 
come by gus fumes and six seriously 
hurt. 

Tho firemen w-ere at the bottom of 
the shnft to rescue tho tunnel work- 
ers, who had been overcome. 

The first man Into the shaft was 
John Schleek, a tunnel worker. 
Twenty minutes elapsed and he fulled 
to return. Then a new man, now im 
unldentllled conise at the morgue, 
went down after Schleck to learn 
what wius wrong. 

An alarm was sent to the flre de- 
partment. Mathlns Wumbach waa 
the fii-st man down the shaft. By this 
time Chief Murphy hud arrived and 
Immediately sounded a si)edal call 
for truck companies with respirators 
and gas masks. 

I'Ipeman Wambach went down with 
a gas mask. Behind hlni was Anton 
Krnfchek. They were down five min- 
utes before scores of other firemen 
followed Into the shaft under the dl- 
recthm of Chiefs Peterson, JIurphy 
and Captain Ilondrlcks. •

The commission lu orderlns tho de- 
creases—which nre on a horUontnl 
basis— held ihnt tho natUm's nxUrouds 
nre entitled to earn u»i ivr Cx-nl on 
tho value of their property rather 
than the approximate per cent fixed 
ns n reasonable retun\ under the 
transportation act of 1020. 

Transportation charges on passen- 
ger and Pullnum tnivel were left un- 
nffectod by this decision. 

Agricultural products will not he 
affected by the reduction granted un- 
der the conunlssloner's order. The re- 
duction of 10^ per cent made In the 
western hay and grain rates last fall 
and the voluntnry 10 per cent cut 
mode In all agrlctdturnl products by 
railroads January 1 will be substituted 
for the decision on these commodities. 
The order of the commission fixing 
tho new level of rales defined the 
percentage of reduction as follows:

Shipyard Workers Attacked and Tram- 

Cara Bombed — Protestant 

School Burned. 

London, ^^tny 25.— Fighting was 
again renewed In Relfnst when ship- 
yard workers on their way home from 
work were attacked In tho tenter of 
the city. T\vo tram cars were boinhed, 
resulting In the death of one man. 
Nineteen persons were taken to hos- 
pitals, some of them seriously Injured.

In the fight 
which resulted, two men were shot 
dead and one special was wounded. 

Specials seized a quantity of arms 
and ammunition nnd recovered an 
automobile which had been seized 
Inst Friday. A' bridge was blown up 
at Bollymena. 



Secretary of Labor Declares Practi- 
cally No Idle Workmen Can Be 
Found In New York. 

Wnshlngton, JIny 27.— A picture of 
steadily reviving business activity 
throughout the country Is drawn by 
Secretary Davis in n statement' based 
on rejiorts of employment conditions 
to tho Department of Labor. 

The reports Indicated that unem- 
ployment had. been "practically elim- 
inated" In New York state, the secre- 
tary said; that-It has been reduced 
more than 50 pop cent In the last three 
months In Pennsylvania, while the 
"swan fiflng of business depression has 
given wny to a cheerful note of Im- 
proved industrial activity" In Illlnolfi, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, Michigan, 
Kansas and Jllssourl.

The Next Thing in Spraying 
This copy of the "Farmer** may 
reach you a little late for any sug- 
gestions about the calyx spray. It 
is several days after the petals fall 
before the calyx or open end of the 
blossom closes entirely. 

If the spray has not been applied 
due to the rush of other work or un- 
favorable weather examine the 
newly formed apples and if the'blos- 
som end is still open give them a 
spraying of powdered lead arsenate 
one pound, and lime slilphur four 
pounds to fifty gallons of water. Go 
over the trees again three weeks after 
the petals fall with the same solution. 
A large number of our fruit trees 
have received good care so far this 
season. Continue the good treatment 
through the summer and we will have 
some home grown apples better than 
we can buy to store in the cellar next 
winter besides some to show at the 
fair.

loads alfio went to four cities In Can- 
ada. Chicago is the principal market 
for the fruit, Detroit, IJoston, Pltts- 
hurgli and New York ranking next In 
the order given. Heat, cold and 
distance — marketing ob.'^Wcles that 
seemed Insurmountable a few years 
ago — have been overcome by the grow- 
ers and shlpi)er8, and with continued 
careful selecthm, grading, packing and 
shipping, marketing experts say that 
the Industry will enjoy increasing 
prosperity. 

During the early years of the straw- 
berry Industry In LouLslana several va- 
rieties of berries were grown, and Chi- 
cago was the hialn market outlet.' To- 
day tho Klondike variety. Is grown tjx- 
clnslvely, and Louisiana strawberries 
have a wider distribution than the 
strawberries from any other section 
of the cduntry. The quality of tho 
fruit Is dependable, and there Is every- 
where a demand for the berries. When 
pIck(Ml the berries are carried to pack- 
ing shedH, where practically each oi>e 
Is handled scjiarately. Both the 24- 
pint lliillnck crate and the 24-plnt 
vcntlbtted crate have been used In 
packing the fruit, although during the 
past few seastins there has been a con- 
sbli'rnbk' deereaso Irt the use of Ilal- 
lock'.s crates, whicli are kimwn locally 
an "(■(iHin" i-rate.s. I'metlcidly all grow- 
ers are now using ventilated cratrs, as 
borrU'S' sbipited la such cimtidncT.s ai'- 
rlvo at mar!a't In s"imd condition and 
usually CMiuniiind a iJriMirmm over the 
pri<;o jialtl fur bi.'rrl»'s In nnn-venfilated 
crates. 

Trains of .Strawberries. 

Fully I'O per cent nf ilie intirkeled 
crnii Is sliipjiod by express, the rail- 
read cofnjjiiny providing two or throe 
expi't'Ss fruit trairi.s daily. These trains 
run on a priicdulu nf -lu inilcs un Imnr, 
which jiulH the fruit on tlio Chlrntiu 
market bcfciro daylight the secund 
morning. Less than carload shlp- 
inentH arc cared for by the express 
company, which dporates local Icod 
cars to pick up sinidl .sbipmeni.s. Tho 
growcr.s liave ;;iind transporlation fa- 
cilities, deliveries are prompt, and few 
Instances are known where cars have 
not arrived at destination on time. 
.Strawberry buyers from tiie large 
consuming laarkot^ establish head- 
quarters at Ilainnumd during the mar- 
keting reason, sales' being made on 
a caBh f..u. b. shipping point IjhsIs. The

m the district utilize overripe and soft 
stock In the preparation of fruit for 
tho Ice cream and soda fountain trade 
In northern cities. 

Perhaps the principal reason for tho 
prosperity enjoyed by Louisiana's 
berry growers is that they keep»theni- 
selves closely Informed upon day-to- 
day market conditions. The producers 
appreciate that "knowing tho markets" 
enables thuni to meet the consuuiwrs' 
desires as regards quality and (jr.an- 
tlty, and that to overstock one' mar- 
ket when another market Is under.stjp. 
piled Is unsound from both an econom- 
ic and llnanclnl viewpoint. Everyday 
during the marketing season a dally 
report of cnndltloms and prices at tHe 
principal niarketlng centers through- 
out tlie country Is Issuetl by the Incal 
representative of the itnltod States 
Department of Agriculture. This In- 
formatitm Is obtained by trained nnir- 
kot reportera at consuming i>olnts. 

Tbo growers iire also Informed as to 
daily carlot shipments everywhere In 
the United States. Thus the pro- 
ducers not only know the prices be- 
ing paid for berries nt the various con- 
suming markets, but exactly what 
competition may be exi)ected from 
other sections shipping strawberries 
at about the same time. The depnt-l- 
ment also.furnlsbes dally Information 
regarding temperature and weather 
ctmdltlons, so that the necessary Icing 
and refrigeration cnn bo provided for 
the sldpments. 

Information for Growers. 

The department's station at ITam- 
na>nd was opened In linn, and was the 
Ilrst held statlmi established anywhere 
by the -United Statos Department of 
Agriculture for the Issnanco of mar- 
ket news repiTts. Hero. In the heart 
of Loidslana'H strawberry prnduelnt' 
district, arrangements were llr.--t made 
to study meiiiods of jiacklng, shlji- 
ping, and distributing strawberries in 
tho United Slates; to keep growers In- 
formed nf strawberry movements from 
other regions, and In Inform them dally 
of prices and conditions In the lead- 
ing c(msundng markets. llaimuond 
was pflected as the location for the 
deportment's lirst field station because 
of the large proportions that the Ivouls- 
lana strawberry industry had attained.., 
Louisiana then ranked fourth In com- 
mercial, strawberry Importance. To- 
day the stale runlis second In carlot 
shipments.

Crcdm* of Sorrel- Soup, 
•7-Take two cupfuls of 
sori-el^ t^vo cuptuls of 
rice or vegetable stock, 
two cupfuls. of milk, two 
tablespoohfula . each of butter and 
flour, one teaspoonful of salt ,nnd a 
few dashes of paprika. Cook the sor- 
rel in very little water until tender, 
mash througli a sluve and add to tho 
boiling stock and milk. Cook the but- 
ter until bubbling hot, add the floiir 
.and seasonings and mix nil together 
tmtll well cooked and 'hot. 

Dandelion With Smoked Meat.— 
Cook a lumi bone in plenty 01 water, 
remove the. bone and add well-washcii 
dautlellons to the stock and cook un- 
til very tDndOr. Sen-e the drained 
gi-oeiis on a platter with the meat. 

Eccalloped Milkweed.— Take two 
quaits of boiled milkweed, drain and 
chop. Brush a baking diali with sweet 
drippings, sprinkle with buttered 
broad cruinbs,.s then some of the 
grvona, and one hard-cooked egg 
sliced; reiH?at and Oidsh the top with 
the imttered crumbs. Bake thirty 
mimitcfj. 



Mustard Qfoena .With Bacon.^ 
Cook ninathrd greens until fonder, 
chop fine. Fry bacon and put over 
the top of the greens. Add four table- 
spoonfuls pf flour to the fat In tho 
pan and cook until well mbced. Add 
two cupfuls of rice or vegetablo 
stock, season with salt and red pepper 
and cook for ten mlmites. Add tho 
sauce to the gi:cens, ndx well boforo 
placing tho bacon on top. Chop onb 
hard-cookod ogg and sprinkle over tho 
greens, Sen'C with hot bblJcd hotnlny. 

Dandelion Soup.— Cook dandellona 
In rice stock until very fonder. Drain, 
wash through a sieve, add to two cup- 
fids of stock thickened wltli two table- 
spoonfulB each of butter and flour to 
bind, Bcaspn >veU and seryo hot.
